Funding from the provin¬ 
cial government is going to 
create bigger and better 
things for the Bridges 
Community Health Centre 
(CHC). 

Last weekend, the 
announcement was made at 
the local CHC's temporary 
location since 2005 inside the 
Clarion Hotel on Buffalo 
Road. 

A new facility to be built on 
Gorham Road near Dominion 
Road in Ridgeway will allow 
for new services and the 
expansion of many that are 
currently offered. 

Russ Wilson, the CHC's 
board of directors president, 
said many great things have 
been done out of the Buffalo 
Road location, but a larger 
facility will provide more. 

"We can't supply all of our 
services because our space 
isn't big enough," he said.

Wilson also feels a new 


building will raise awareness 
about die types of services 
available at CHC's and what 
they can offer to the commu¬ 
nities they operate in. 

"I think people's knowl¬ 
edge of the CHC will be a lot 
greater," he said. 

Wilson said an exact 
amount of what the new 
building will cost could not 
be estimated and also 
couldn't elaborate on how 
much funding the province 
will be putting in.

last Saturday. 

"Community Health 
Centres play a vital role in 
helping some of Fort Erie's 
most vulnerable patients get 
the care they need. I'm proud 
to approve this new space... 
which will ensure improved 


access to high quality health 
care and services for Fort 
Erie-are residents," said 
Craitor. 

Taralea McLean, executive 
director of the Bridges CHC 
agreed moving into a larger, 
more permanent location 
will will allow for currently 
available services to be fur¬ 
thered with new ones to be 
made ready for patients. 

"This facility will improve 
access to health care and 
health promotion and illness 
prevention initiatives for 
individuals, families and the 
community," said McLean. 

There are 30 employees at 
the current location, ranging 
from family physicians, nurse 


practitioners, registered 
nurses, dietitians and many 

Bridges targets seniors, 
newcomers to Canada, indi¬ 
viduals and families with low 
incomes and anyone who 
doesn't have access to a fam¬ 
ily physician. 

There are 73 CHC's across 
Ontario and 28 satellite loca¬ 
tions that serve about300,000 
people throughout the prov- 

Bridges is one CHC, with 
two sites, that serves Fort 
Erie, Port Colborne and 
Wainfleet. This funding 
announcement means plans 
for a permanent site can 
move forward in Fort Erie.

This is the type of first 
day back at school most 
students will only get to 
experience once in a life¬ 
time. 

On Tuesday, children all 
over Greater Fort Erie 
arrived at their place of 
education with new back¬ 
packs, pencils sharpened 
and an eagerness to learn. 

For students at Our Lady 
of Victory (OLV), they are 
doing all of this in a brand 
new building that houses 
everyone from kindergar¬ 
ten to grade eight under 

This is the result of pro¬ 
vincial funds that have 
been spread across 
Ontario to upgrade learn¬ 
ing facilities and OLV was 
on the receiving end of 
$4.6 million when the 
announcement was made 
almost two years ago.

ready to go for the school 
year. 

Principal Theresa 
Murphy said parents and 
faculty have been waiting 
for this day to arrive for 
nearly a decade as the 
senior school grew old 
and worn, and needed to 
be replaced. 

"The anticipation has 
been building for about 
ten years in the whole 
community," she said. 


The new facility allows 
for students to see them¬ 
selves as one big OLV 
group that can further 
their education together 
under one roof. 

"It's long overdue and 
here we are as one big 
family from kindergarten 
to grade eight," she said. 

Although most of the 
building is complete, fin¬ 
ishing touches still need 
to be made to the gym, 
instrumental music class¬ 
room and library...but 
Murphy said it will be 
education as usual and 
looks forward to when 
those components are 

"It's certainly worth the 
wait," she said. 

Considering weather 
conditions are still favour¬ 
able, gym class can still be 
held outdoors. Murphy 
also said the music teach¬ 
er can conduct lessons in 
other rooms for the time 

"In the meantime, those 
programs are not compro¬ 


mised." 

The addition provides 
seven new classrooms 
along with the gym and 
library. There are also four 
rooms for full-day kinder¬ 
garten as well. 

Pamela Kenney-Beattie 
was thrilled to see the fin¬ 
ished product when she 
dropped her daughters 
Mabel and Mackenzie off 
for their first day on 
Tuesday. 

"It's a beautiful, bright 
and welcoming place for 
our children to learn and 
grow," she said. 

As an OLV alumni with 
three children who will 
have attended the school, 
she was very proud of 
what she saw on Tuesday. 

"I am so pleased to see 
an investment in our com¬ 
munity directly benefit 
our kids and their futures... 
and it's exciting to watch 
the changes take place 
and to feel a renewed 
pride in our school and 
spirit," said Kenney- 
Beattie.

them is we haven’t prop¬ 
erly educated people on 
health care — specifically 
about Local Health 
Integrated Network 
(LHIN)s. 

LHINs are an example 
of how people are unedu¬ 
cated about health care, 
because a lot of people 
don’t realize the services 
they provide such as long¬ 
term care and community 
health centres, says 
Craitor. 

The MPP says the LHINs 
aren't perfect but they 
shouldn't be completely 
scrapped because they do 
provide services that are 
beneficial to the commu¬ 
nities. He says most peo¬ 
ple don’t realize the peo¬ 
ple that run LHINs are 
community-based profes¬ 
sionals. 

"LHINs are made up of 
board members of people 
who live in the community 
and are often affected by 
the services they provide.” 

Craitor says he believes 
health care is for 
the people, and 

that should be 
taken lightly. He 
says the best way 


to achieve a change in 
health care is to consult 
with the community — the 
people that use health 
care and those who give it 
such as doctors and nurs- 

"Health care is unsus¬ 
tainable and we’re just at 
the tip of it. The demand 
for it will go through the 
roof and now the time has 
come to take the politics 
out of health care." 

Craitor suggests the best 
possible way to make a 
change is to involve every 
party in a discussion about 
the needs in health care. 
He says the problem with 
health care is politics have 
gotten in the way. 

“What we need to do is 
take all of the parties, sit 
down and determine the 
best possible health care 
system and the changes 
that can be made in 
Ontario. We need to come 
out as one voice together. 
No matter what decision 
is made, there will always 
be someone that says it is 
wrong.” 

The MPP says he has 
worked in a variety of 
labour jobs and he under¬ 
stands the value of hard¬ 


working families. 

“We can’t create a policy 
that pleases everyone, but 
the key to really help com¬ 
munities is to work closely 
within the community. 
The economic develop¬ 
ment within a community 
starts at home." 

Craitor says much of the 
workforce has become 
knowledge based and 
there are many young 
adults who come out of 
high school without job 
opportunities. 

"The idea of knowledge 
based skills is significant 
and it is something that 
the government can invest 
in.” 

For the MPP, the people 
who live in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, Fort Erie and 
Niagara Falls come first. If 
he doesn't believe in 
something his party stands 
for, Craitor says he is not 
afraid to go against it if it’s 
not what the people want. 

“People come first, I’m 
going to tell our party 
that.” 

Craitor says his role as 
MPP is to go out into the 
community and learn all 
he can with the people he 
is serving.

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Gas bar relocation considered a 'special case 1 


The Town of Fort Erie is 
working closely with Canadian 
Tire Real Estate to come to an 
agreement on the re-location 
of a gas bar from Central 
Avenue to the property of its 
retail store on Garrison Road. 

On Tuesday night, at a pub¬ 
lic meeting, legal representa¬ 
tives from Canadian Tire spoke 
to council on the matter. 

Prior to the approval of a 
staff report that would allow 
for the rezoning of a portion of 
property from general com¬ 
mercial to a core mixed use, 
legal spokespersons Jonathan 
Rodger and John Miroslavich 
were on hand to discuss the 
proposed change. 

Rodger said a gas bar will 
work harmoniously with the 
customer flow into the retail 
store on Garrison Road. 

"The gas bar will take advan¬ 
tage of the synergies with the 


But council is nonetheless 
willing to consider this a "spe¬ 
cial case" and that additional 
gas bars will not be given 
Suture consideration in the 
district 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
asked the presenters if any 
type of impact study had been 


conducted based on the pro¬ 
posed gas bars close proximity 
to other stations nearby. 

Rodgers responded by say¬ 
ing that it isn't a necessary 


"There are no needs-based 
■ market tests for a gas bar 
use such as this," he said. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
questioned the delegates also, 
asking if neighbouring resi¬ 


dents should have concerns 
about a gas station being 
moved to their neighnour- 
hood. 

John Miroslavich, also with 
Canadian Tire, said with 
today's technology, there 
should be nothing to worry 

"A brand new gas station is 
one of the safest things you 
can have," he said. 



s fits into an area 
that lies within the Town's 
gateway secondary plan and 
zoning by-law, which was 
approved by council in May. 

Atthetime, council removed 
a portion of the lands at the 
store from the by-law in order 
to allow for additional consul¬ 
tation with the property owner. 
Canadian Tire objected to the 
zoning by-law as it did not 
permit the use of a gas bar on 
the subject property and sub¬ 
sequently appealed council's 
decision to the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB). 

According to the staff report 
approved later in the council- 
in-committee meeting, 
Canadian Tire's legal counsel 
indicated they were willing to 
withdraw the OMB appeal 
under the condition that the 
zoning of the lands permits a 
gas bar with appropriate set¬ 
backs and that regional coun¬ 
cil approve the additional lan¬ 
guage in the official plan 
amendment with respect to 
open space designation on the 

Further in the report, it says 
staff has consistently opposed 
the addition of a gas bar to the 
list of permitted uses in the 
new core mixed use zone, as it 
is not believed to be consistent 
with the municipality's vision 
for the foture of the gateway 
district as a mixed-use pedes¬ 
trian-friendly neighbourhood. 
The current zoning does per¬ 
mit a gas bar, but staff cautions

When will the tide wash away 
Bay Beach issue? 


The Bay Beach issue continues to 
frustrate people on both sides of the 
argument...and at this point, even peo¬ 
ple who didn't even have have an opin¬ 
ion to begin with on the controversial 
development. 

In the Sept. 3 edition of the Times, the 
editor's notebook discussed the recent 
decision by the ministry of natural 
resources to set aside about a half acre 
of land near the beach to protect the 
Fowler's Toads. 

The editor of this publication touched 
on the irony of those in opposition 
wearing their toad buttons, using the 
species as one of their cards to play 
when fighting against the project-only 
to find out it is because of the toads that 
there will be a portion of land cut off 
from the public. 

Isn't this what the fight is all about? 
Questioning the amount of access peo¬ 
ple will have at the beach? 

That's all we were saying. 

Last week, we printed a letter from 
mayoral runner-up Ann-Marie Noyes 
who suggested the editor should apolo¬ 
gize for his comments. Sorry, not going 
to happen. 

Although, we will clarify that saying 
this fight to save the toads "caused" the 
ministry to block off these lands might 
have been a questionable suggestion. 


Noyes is right, the toads have been a 
part of this issue for a long time, well 
before the recent plans that were pre¬ 
sented at the open house became pub¬ 
lic. 

But apologizing for the editor's opin¬ 
ion from two weeks ago, is something 
that respectfully isn't going to happen. 

What's funny about this issue at this 
stage is how some people have moved 
on and others can't seem to let go. 

There are four members of council 
who have been opposed to the condo 
project and only one of them seems to 
be stuck on it still. 

Councillors Steckley, Collard and Hill 
appear to be moving ahead, although 
they likely are still against it. But they 
know, their duty as an elected represen¬ 
tative goes beyond one issue and it's 
nice to see them focus on other things. 

Coun. Lubberts brings up something 
to do with Bay Beach at every meeting 
and it probably won't stop any time 
soon. At least we know he sticks to his 
guns and hasn't let up in his opposition 
to the development, which as frustrating 
as it can be... is still commendable. He's 
a man of his word. 

Assisting the legal team who is suing 
the Town of Fort Erie and essentially 
local taxpayers is an entirely different 
story...but we will save that for later.
